Gradual Reduction Process for 
Wood Pulp. 


The system and apparatus for reducing wood 
to pulp illustrated in the accompanying engrav- 
ing are designed for the gradual reduction of 
the fibre by successive series of rubbings or 
grindings between a series of grinding mills, 
whereby the wood being at first coarsely ground, 
is by the successive operations brought down to 
the requisite degree of fineness for a finished 
pulp. The mills are arranged consecutively, 
and the product passes from one to the other in 
connection with a stream of water. The re- 
ducers consist of millstones, which are dressed 
to have the furrows gradually terminate at or 
near the periphery. 

The wood is first cut or sawn into blocks 
small enough to be fed into millstones in a man- 
ner similar to grain, except that a continuous 
stream of water is introduced with the wood, 
which is ground by the stones, and the water 
carries off the finer or pulpy parts as fast as it 
is reduced and prevents it from being retained 
long in the coarser mass, which would cut or in- 
jure the fibre. The product from the first set of 
millstones is carried immediately into a second 
set, and the water in like manner carries off the 
finer portions as fast as reduced to prevent cut- 





ting or injury of the fibre, and this process of 
gradual reduction by regrinding it in a finer set 
of mills is continued until the fibre is sufficiently 
reduced to form pulp. This is said to overcome 
the objection existing in the ordinary mechani- 
cal processes of reducing wood pulp, and pro- 
duces a superior wood pulp by purely gradual 
mechanical reduction and at much less cost than 
by other processes. 

Figure 1 represents a series of reducing mills. 
Fig. 2 represents a sawing or cutting device. A 
represents a series of saws, which are set close 
together, mounted upon an ordinary arbor or 
mandrel, B. These saws are preferably made 
of one-eighth of an inch or upward in thickness, 
with the teeth formed like ordinary cross-cut 
buzz-saw, except the teeth are filed so that the 
edge is slightly beveled to incline toward the 
log—that is, no set is used in the saw and the 
teeth are filed all upon one side, so that they will 
draw toward the log in cutting. The thickness 
of these saws is determined by the desired length 
of the fibre. 

B’ represents a log which is reduced to very 
coarse sawdust, somewhat re- 
sembling short splinters, of uni- 
form length, and quite free 
from the dust or “flour of 
wood.” Instead of using this 
kind of reducing-machine for 
the first step of the process, a 
series of cutting-knives or a 
bark or bone grinding mill may 
be employed, the object being 
to reduce the wood to a fibre, 
and as free from dust as possi- 
ble, to a sufficient fineness, so 
that it can be fed into a burr 
or grinding mill. “gsi 

‘Figure 1 shows a series of re- 
ducing-mills, C D E, in which 
FG H represent common mill- 
stones, which preferably are 
sandstones, These stones are 
dressed with furrows deeper at 
the eye and running out to a 
gradual or less depth toward 
the periphery, and the last or 
finishing set of stones, in which 
the furrow should terminate 
slightly within the peripheral 
line. It is desirable also to have 
the. furrows nearer together 
than in the ordinary mills, as the grinding is 
done at the upper edge of the furrow. The 
more furrows, the more rapid the operation. In 
practice, four sets of these stones are usually 
used, but three can be employed, so that when 
one set of stones is being dressed, the process 
can be carried out by the remaining three sets 
and good results obtained. 

I represents a water-pipe, which carries a 
stream of water into the eye of the grinding- 
stone F. 

K L represent spouts which are used to carry 
the water and fibres from one set of millstones 
to the other, and they should have requisite 
pitch to accomplish this object. 

M represents the hopper into which the fibre 
product prepared for grinding is fed into the 
stones. Care should be taken to adjust the set- 
ting of these different stones so that the last set 
shall not be crowded in its work. In practice 
the work of gradual reduction is chiefly per- 
formed before the product passes to the last set 
of millstones, and by having a smooth surface 
just at the periphery of the stones any coarse 
particles that have escaped the proper reduction 
in the other sets of stones can be reduced. It is 
essential to have the furrows decrease in depth 
as they approach the periphery, and where they 
gradually terminate. In this respect they differ 
from those used in ordinary grain mills.

The American Paper Pulley. 





On October 31 three patents were granted to 
E. B. Martindale, of Indianapolis. One is for a 
composite pulley, formed of a cast-iron hub, a 
web or body made of paper, pasted and pressed 
into a solid block, of the thickness to give it 
the required strength, and this web surrounded 
by a wrought or cast iron rim, secured to the 
web by means of knees or flanges riveted 
through the rim and the paper. The inventor 
claims that by actual test, it has been found that 
the rim baving a uniform bearing upon the 
paper body, is more steady, even and perfect 
than any iron pulley heretofore made. The 
other two pulleys patented by Mr. Martindale 
are, with the exception of the hub, made entire- 
ly of paper. One is constructed with a web or 
body the same as that used for an iron-faced 
pulley, and this web formsa part of the face. 
Paper or pasteboard is then cut into rings and 
pasted and pressed upon either side, of sufficient 
thickness to make the required width of face. 
The rim thus formed is riveted solidly, and 


turned up to receive the belt. The other is con- 
structed in much the same manner that paper 
vessels are made—by pasting and pressing sheets 
of paper, or by rolling and calendering the same 
together in shape required for the pulley. 

These pulleys have been constructed and are 
now under actual test, and a factory has been 
established for making them. The inventor 
claims for the paper pully and proposes to 
guarantee that it possesses the following advan- 
tages: ist. Cheaper than either wood or iron. 
2nd. Less liable to break than iron, and do not 
warp or come apart like wood. 3d. Are less 
than one-fourth the weight of iron, relieving the 
line shaft of extra weight and friction. 4th. 
The belt never slips upon them, and may be run 
much looser than upon an iron pulley, thereby 
saving 25 per cent. of power.

Treatment of Esparto. 


An improvement in the apparatus for boiling 
esparto and similar materials is claimed by 
David Smith and Charles Robertson of the Cone 
Paper Mills, Sydney, England. 

In the boilers now in use for the boiling or 
“cooking” of vegetable fibre for the purposes 
of paper making, the boilers are filled to a cer- 
tain extent with a solution of caustic liquor, and 
a perforated false bottom is fixed near the bot- 
tom of the boiler, which is thus always standing 
full of liquor, which is more or less idle. Under 
this plate there is a steam pipe by means of 
which steam is introduced into the idle or bot- 
tom liquor, which very shortly becomes weak- 
ened by the steam condensing during the boil- 
ing. The steam has to mix with or blow into 
the liquor until it is raised to a certain heat, 
when it blows or vomits up through a “ vomit- 
Pipe,” supported on ‘a 
the liquor thus vomited spreads itself over the 
esparto or other fibre at the top of the boiler, 
and becomes cooler and returns by gravitation 
to the bottom of the boiler into the idle liquor 
under the false bottom, and is then sent up again 
after being made hot by the contact of the 
steam, but this isa very imperfect action, char- 
acterized by the following defects : 

Firstly—The chemicals, owing to the conden- 
sation of steam in the liquor, diluting, it has to 
be made extra strong at first to make up for its 
declining strength during the time it is boiling 
or “‘ cooking.” 

Secondly—It takes much steam to get it to 
boiling or ‘“‘ vomiting” point, which causes loss 
of steam and time. 

Thirdly—The liquor being so diluted with the 
steam when it has to be evaporated to recover 
the soda in an incinerator or evaporator, much 
extra fuel, heat and labor has to be used for the 
quantity of soda recovered. 

In carrying the improvement into practice a 
multitubular steam chest or boiler is placed 
either below or above the perforated false bot- 
tom. This chest or boiler is employed to receive 
the steam for heating purposes; and is made of 
circular shape, to fit the boiler in which it is 
placed; and is intersected with tubes open at 
top and bottom surrounded with super-heated 
steam, and through which the liquor circulates. 
The tubes are brazed, secured or fastened steam- 
tight at top or bottom. 

This means and apparatus for effecting the 
boiling treatment of the vegetable fibres, is said 
to be characterized by the following advan- 
tages : 

Firstly—Great saving of chemicals, as the 
liquor is always kept at uniform strength in the 
boiler, the steam having no contact with the 
liquor, as in the old system. 

Secondly—A high pressure of steam can be 
kept up in the multitubular chamber, and the 
liquor having to ascend and descend through the 
intersecting pipes bas a violent and unintermit- 
tent circulation imparted to it, requiring less 
chemical, and less time in boiling. The liquor 
having no contact with the heating steam, is not 
diluted or weakened, but gains in strength 
throughout the process. 

Less steam is required for boiling, and 

Thirdly—The improvements can be applied at 
small cost to any boilers now in use fixed and 
revolving.

Holyoke Notes. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyo«s, Maass., January 18, 1883. 

The prospect of a mid-winter drought con- 
tinues. There has been a semblance of a thaw, 
but no rain to speak of, and but little relief from 
what we call snug winter weather. Reports from 
Maine and all Northern New England tell of 
low streams and quiet mills. The smaller rivers 
seem to suffer more than the Connecticut, as com- 
plaints come from all around that mills are run- 
ning short time or using steam for power, while 
here we have felt the trouble only little. For a 
few days, however, the manufacturers have 
been required to stop the use of all surplus 
water. One reason why the power has been so 
regular here this dry winter is that the Water 
Power Company has been in a better condition 
to govern the supply than before. By its sys- 
tem of gauges in connection with each water- 
wheel in the city, it is able to give each mill the 
amount paid for and to stop all waste. But asa 
winter drought is worse than any other, we will 
be sure to be short of water if the dry, cold wea- 
ther continues without a break much longer. The 
rag dealers are anxious to have itrain. Their 
business has not started up since the usual de- 
cline at the first of the yeur, and they lay it to 





time during the continuance of the patent, ex-

On the other hand, by a modification of the 
disclaimer principle, admitted in Great Britain, 
the patentee is at liberty, during the first six 
months of his privilege, to file a demand of re- 
duction, or a disclaimer of such parts of the 
original specification as may have proved un- 
patentable, impracticable, or otherwise liable to 
invalidate the grant. 

Each certificate of addition or reduction is 
subject to a government tax, and becomes part 
of the original title immediately on the payment 
of such tax, with which it expires. 

Alimentary products, solid or liquid, may be 
patented, but only after having passed exami- 
nation by the superior council of health. 

Patents for less than six years should be 
worked before the expiration of the second year. 

Further delays may be obtained, when neces- 
sary, by petition showing reasonable cause of 
inaction. 

The plea of want of capital will be admitted 
as an excuse for non-execution. 

The necessary documents are— 

1. A petition. 

2. A legalized power of attorney. 

3. A specification in triplicate. 

4. A legal drawing in triplicate. 

5. A legalized copy of prior foreign patent. 

The specifications may be in French or Italian; 
but the copy of the foreign (if not French) must 
be accompanied by an Italian translation, duly 
certified. A certified copy of the specifications 
and drawing is returned to the applicant with 
the title of the patent.

Hard and Soft Stock. 
To the Editor of the Journal : 


““B” wants to know the best mode of treating 
burlap-bagging and cotton-rag stock, and asks 
the question: ‘“‘ Should burlap-bagging stock 
and cotton-rag stock be boiled, washed, bleached 
and beaten together ?” 

I will give him my experience with regard to 
treating and preparing the two above-named 
stocks and hope that he may be benefited there- 
by. Boil cotton-rag stock well for eight hours 
in a rotary, with the gauge standing at 30°; let 
the stock rotate half an hour before turning on 
steam; this causes the stock to be thoroughly 
wet and filled with the lime liquor before steam 
is turned on, and I think gives a more uniform 
boiling. In washing this stock let it run at 
least half an hour before lowering the roll; this 
opens out the stock and allows the thick, dirty 
water to pass off to a considerable extent before 
the roll tonches. During the operation of wash- 
ing let the roll be lowered gradually, so as to 
draw out the stock and thus give the best results 
to this tender cotton fibre. When the fibre 
is thoroughly washed and drawn to the required 
length, bleach and empty it into the drainer, 
keeping it by itself. 

Bagging I would treat to twelve hours’ boiling 
after the steam is turned on. After the man- 
heads are in, let the stock rotate one hour before 
turning in the steam, then let it boil twelve 
hours, the gauge never indicating higher than 
40°. After boiling the specified time, let the 
stock rotate two hours before blowing off. 
Wash, as above recommended for rag stock, as 
it is in the washers that the strength of the 
paper is formed. When the stock is thoroughly 
well washed and the proper length of half-stock 
obtained, take off the roll, add bleach liquor, 
and when the color required is secured, let 
down into the drainer. 

In the beating of this half stuff, let the rag 
half stuff be beaten by itself and the bagging 
by itself. Be sure to draw outall of the rag 
stock as long as the length of fibre required for 
your paper; beat the bagging half stuff to the 
length of fibre of rag stock; have both beaters 
ready to empty at the same time; have a junc- 
tion in the stuff pipes from both beaters leading 
into one before it reaches the stuff-chest.

Mixing strong and tender stock in the washers 
and beaters and preparing them together is the 
cause of much loss and waste, as we cannot make 
a contract with the roll and bed-plate to spare 
the soft stock while they hammer the devil out 
of thehard. The tender stock beaten with hard 


| or strong stock is only like so much filling or 


make-weight and a great deal more costly, as 
most of it goes down the tail-race.

JouN LAIRD. 


John Laird, superintendent of the Yantic Pa- 
per Company’s mills, Greenville, Conn., died on 
Friday, January 12, at the age of fifty. Mr.

The P. C. Cheney Company’s Monadnock Pulp 
Mill, Peterborough, N. H., runs less than one- 
half time and with one wheel only, which aver- 
ages 2,800 pounds daily. The help lose nothing 
so far, as jobs about the mill keep them em- 
ployed the full time. 


The Peterborough Paper Company, J. H. Fay, 
manager, Peterborough, N. H., runs two mills 
about one-quarter time. The help lose three- 
quarters time. The full capacity, with seven 
engines or beaters, is thirty tons per month ; at 
present only seven tons are made.

TRADE 


THE PAPER TRADE.—The quewaie which 
has extended over a wide area in the East and 
Northeast is exerting a very potent influence in 
the paper market, causing a stoppage of many 
mills and a hindrance to the running to their 
full capacity of a large number of others, and 
but for the fact of such a large proportion of 
the whole number in the country being equipped 
with steam, there would be an actual scarcity 
and an advance in prices. On some of the low 
grades of papers which are dependent upon 
water-power to a great extent for their manu- 
facture, this falling off in the production is 
shown mostly, and while there has been no ap- 
preciation in prices, it acts as a sustaining in- 
fluence against any decline. While no great 
strength can be claimed for any grade, prices on 
the whole can be said to be steady and holding 
their own very fairly in the face of a moderate 
demand. Of those mills in a position to run 
without any hindrance, some are taking very 
good orders to make up for spring trade, and at 
prices satisfactory to both manufacturer and 
buyer. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There is a continued very 
light demand for Jute Butts, which, such as it 
is, is almost wholly confined to paper quality, 
bagging Butts being very much neglected.

Poplar is somewhat difficult to secure below 
2i4c. for a fair quality; 2}¢c. being asked for 
prime makes. The demand for Chemical Fibre 
rules steady, as also the price. Some contracts 
have been made to run through the first half of 
the year on the basis of 4%c. for Bleached, 
while an }<c. more is asked for small transient 
orders. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.—

The scarcity of Bleach has in- 
fluenced a stronger market, with more inquiries 
for contracts over the year. Foreign advices 
report a steady market. Liverpool Caustic Ash 
is steady, with no disposition shown by holders 
to press sales. Newcastle Ash is being offered 
more freely from steamers now on the way. 
English Sal Soda continues in light request, 
while the demand for American is good. Alum 
is meeting with a good jobbing demand. Sales 
are said to have been made here as follows: 

Bleaching Powders at $1.25@1.30 as 
to brand and quantity ; 100 tons Soda Ash 
at $1.60; 250 drums Caustic Soda, 70 per

do. at 2i{c.; 400 barrels Pearl do. at 2%c.; 
500 barrels Natrona Porous Alum at 2%c.;

CHINA CLAY, &c.—English Clay is in good 
supply, but the call is entirely for small lots.

$18@18.50 for prime on the spot, and $17@17.50 
for medium to good, and $14.50@16 for off qual- 
ity. Southern Clay rules steady at $11@11.50, 
but there is scarcely sufficient stock coming for- 
ward to meet contracts. 


COAL.—Trade in Anthracite coal has been 
quiet, and there is not much opportunity for a 
better state of affairs until the spring trade 
opens. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: 
‘The market for the production is restricted, as 
is usual at this season, to the few ports and 
places that can be reached during the winter; it 
is no different from what has been recorded for 
many years past, and we cannot see why so 
much stress is put upon the present condition of 
this industry, by parties in the trade and certain 
newspapers. The output is small and likely to 
be less, from all appearances, and we should 
bear in mind that on the average not more than 
483 per cent. is received at tide-water for distri- 
bution. Prices are a trifle firmer this last few 
days, but it is not claimed that the circular rates 
are obtained, nor have they been for some time. 
The trade that is being done is largely in the 
hands of the individual operators. In any event 
the net result is better than it was at this time 
last year. A stoppage has been agreed upon, 
but this was also the case in the earlier months 
of 1882, and we cannot take it as an indication 
of disaster to the Anthracite coal industry. Bi- 
tuminous is not active, but the receipts are read- 
ily placed at good average rates, either upon 
contracts or transient orders.” Quotations of 
Lehigh coal at Port Johnson are: Lump, $4.75; 
Egg, $4.50; Stove, $4.85, and Chestnut, $4.85; 
Lackawanna is $4.15 for Lump, $4.55 for Egg, 
$4.85 for Stove, and $4.90 for Chestnut.

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Paper and Pulp Mills of Sweden. | 





An inquiry addressed to the JOURNAL not 
long ago led to an effort to secure statistics of 
the wood pulp and paper mills of Sweden and 
Norway. Application to Col. Nere A. Elfwing, | 
the able consul for the United States at Stock- | 
holm, put the inquiry into proper cbannels, and 
the result, so far as it is given officially, is ap- 
pended. The consul has not been able to secure | 
the Norwegian statistics. It will be seen that 
even this is incomplete in its details. 

The department which prepares these returns 
has lately been receiving the reports for 1882, 
which, it is expected, will be published some | 
time during the current year, but as people in 
Sweden are “awfully slow,” it may be longer 
before they can be got at. 

Following are the return of paper mills and 
wood pulp mills in Sweden, with their names, 
locations, owners, numbers of employees, and 
quantities and values of products—the character 
of the paper manufactured not being stated.

It is convenient to compare the cost of electric | 
lighting with the expense of gas in the same 
place, although it must be remembered that gas | 
does not furnish as much or as good light, and is, 
therefore, not so valuable where quality of light 
is of importance. 

In a weave room, on very fine work, 24 arc 
lights replaced 292 six-foot burners, which con- 
sume (292 = 6) 1,752 feet per hour, so one are light 
represents the consumption of (1,752 °24) 73 feet 
of gas per hour. A careful estimate shows these 
arc lights to be costing 6!¢ cents an hour, 
so this arc-lighting system represents gas 
at 89 cents per thousand. A similar estimate 
in another mill gives the annual cost of gas 

2,188, and electricity at $1,125, or equal to gas 
at 9) cents a thousand. The annual saving to 
that mill in lighting expenses by the use of elec- 
tricity makes a profit of $1,603, which represents

Electric Lighting in Mills.

EXPENSE, 

The cost of maintenance of a system of light- 
ing bears little relation to its intrinsic worth. 
The item of cost of lighting is a small fraction of | 
the whole operating expense, and what is de- | 
sired is to light a mill so well that there will be 
no difference in the character of day and night 
work, either in quantity or quality. Any ex- 
penditure beyond that is unwarrantable. 


The question of the cost of lighting by elec- 


tricity is subject to many legitimate variations, 
of which the question of power is most variable. 
In a steam mill, where the dynamo is driven by 
the same engine that runs the mill, it should 
only be charged with its share of fuel, but not | 
with any other expense of power, wherever it 
does not introduce any new expenditures in the 
way of plant, repairs, or labor in the engine 
room, 

Some mills bave departments which are only 
run by daylight, where work is thrown off at 
sundown, and so compensates for the steam re- 
quired by the dynamo, For example, in one 
mill using electric lights, the power used in the 
nepping room is slightly more than is required 
for the dynamo, so when the maehinery in that 
room is stopped, the dynamo can be started 
without bringing any extra load on the engine. 
Most factories are driven by water-power, with 
supplementary steam-power during low water 
in the summer months ; the electric lights would 
be required during the shorter days of the year | 
at a time when there is usually an abundance of 
water, and the extra power can be used by the | 
dynamo by the use of more water, without re- 
quiring any additional expense.

per burner. 

Sometimes when the gas-making apparatus is 
not managed with skill, the goods are damaged 
from soot which settles on them. 

The longer time light is required, the aver- 

age cost is lessened, because with the ad- 
dition of operating expenses, the interest on 
plant, being a fixed amount, becomes a 
smaller proportion of the whoie cost. In 
electric lighting, the cost of plant is so much 
that interest is an important item, and when a 
mill is run nights, the relative cost of electric 
lighting is materially diminished. A white cot- 
| ton mill, running 60 hours a week, generally 
uses light 300 to 350 hours a year; where they 
run 66 hours a week lights are required 400 to 
450 hours a year. A dark mill requires about 
| twice the number of lights that is sufficient in a 
| white mill, and uses light about 100 hours a year 
| more than a white mill. 
An arc light, as generally used in mills, re- 
| quires about one horse-power. James Renfrew, 
Jr., at Adams, Mass., has found, by test, that 
the 40-light Brush dynamos in his Jmills each re- 
quire 36.6 horse-power. The lights were run- 
ning in a satisfactory manner, but no photo- 
metric tests were made. 

The cost of arc lights in several steam mills 
running 400 hours per year, is 6}¢ cents per 
hour, of which 1‘¢ cents are for carbons, and 5 
cents for attendance, coal, depreciation and in- 

Fe When a mill runs nights, the hourly

cost is diminished. . 

The ratio of substituting electric lights for 
gas, is quite variable, being one arc light to 
from ten to twenty gas burners. In one mill 
lighted by kerosene the ratio was one arc lamp 
to eight kerosene lamps. 

In a colored mill, ope arc light will light the 
looms on 700 to 1,400 square feet of floor, but in 
a white mill the same light will be sufficient for 
| looms on 1,000 to 2,000 square feet of floor. The 
reflected light from white walls and ceilings 
| adds very materially to the diffusion. 

| A ecard room, 48 by 100 feet, containing 64 
| cards, was satisfactorily lighted by one arc 
light. The end of the room was extended about 


| 


to that light. In both of these establishments 


the lights were used about 450 hours per year. | 


Other estimates give the cost of arc lighting 
equal to gas at from 65 cents upward per thou- 
sand. In the case of incandescent lighting the 
cost is more difficult to estimate, because they 
are run at all degrees of brilliancy, affecting 
both the power and the life of the lamp. 

Both the Edison and the Maxim lamps are 
guaranteed to average 600 hours; yet in the 
New York Post Office the average record of the 
Maxim lamps is stated to be 1,850 hours up to 
September first, and 15 lamps had already 
burned 3,456 hours. 

The ferry-boat Jersey City, belonging to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, is lighted by the Maxim 
lights, and their record has been given to me as

Timothy Merrick, of Holyoke, authorizes me 


to give the facts respecting his experience with | 


the Edison system in the Merrick Thread 
Company’s mill No. 8. This mill runs all night 
five nights in the week for fifty-one weeks per 
year, using light 2,869hours per annum. It was 
lighted by 95 burners with city gas, costing $2.13 
net, which amounted to $225 per month. Nine- 
ty-five Edison B burners (8 candle-power) were 
substituted for the gas. In the first 1,000 hours 
five lamp carbons had broken, and October 20 
they had been in use 1,278 hours, and 11 had 
broken. 

Allowing that the lamps average six months’ 
use, the cost of lighting is made up as follows :

The results from these lamps are very satisfac- 
tory, and certainly in excess of what would 
have been obtained if the lamps had been forced 
beyond their normal capacity. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company furnish

The mill is situated at the base of a 
high bank, and is only eleven feet six inches 
between floors, so it is very hot in sum- 
mer, and Mr. Merrick informed me _ that 
it would have been impossible to run the 
mill nights during the extremely hot season last 
summer, if the help had been subjected to the 
heat and vitiated air from the burning gas. 

It must be kept in mind that an instance of a 
mill running day and night is an extreme one in 
favor of the electric lights ; but the data are 
given and the matter can be estimated to suit 
other times of operation. 

If these electric plants were charged the pro- 
| portionate cost of power, besides coal, the cost 
would be estimated greater than stated above. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

The question is frequently asked, will there 
not be improvements in electric apparatus, so 
that the light will be furnished for less cost and 
power. Of course there will be improvements, 
but it seems as if they would refer to attach- 
ments rather than the more permanent portion 
of the apparatus. The dynamo machines are 
the most perfect instruments, as they convert 80 
to 90 per cent. of the motive power into electri- 
city delivered at the conducting wires. It will 
be found essential that all dynamos have cur- 
rent governors which regulate the supply of elec- 
tricity in proportion to the demand, without 
waste of energy. 

There does not seem to be any demand for a 
change in the system of wiring. 

In the arc lamps there is urgent need of better 
carbons, and in the incandescent lamp there is a 
demand for the highest qualities of endurance 
and electrical resistance. 

These are all matters of detail, and except the 
first, refer to portions which are subject to con- 
tinual renewal. 

The so-called ‘‘ storage” of electricity is a sub- 
ject which is the object of much interest. Elec- 
tricity aione, of all forms of energy, is used 
from hand to mouth, so that the dynamo must 
be equal to the greatest demand upon the system 
at any one instant. 

All forms of electric lights require uniformity 
in the speed of the dynamo and the incandescent 
lights are especially sensitive to variations in the 
speed, so that it is frequently advisable to have 
a separate engine solely on that account. Such 
uniform speed would not be essential for the 
dynamo used in charging secondary batteries. 

In a storage battery, the electricity is not ac- 
cumulated in any manner, as is sometimes as- 





Value in Swedish | sumed, but a certain chemical actiow is prodticed 


by passing an electric current through the 
battery, and later on a counter-chemical action 
produces electricity, when the battery is dis- 
charged. 

The Faure storage battery consists of sheets of 
lead,coated with red-lead and covered'with sheets 
of felt. The whole is inclosed in a box and cov- 
ered with dilute sulphuric acid. On passing an 
electric current through the battery, the red- 
lead on the negative side loses its oxygen, which 
combines with the red-lead on the positive side, 
the result being that one coating of red-lead is 
reduced to pure lead, and the other side changed 
to peroxide of lead. When the battery is put in 
use, the theory is that this atom of oxygen leaves 
the peroxide of lead on one side, and rejoins the 
spongy lead on the other side, producing the 
secondary current ; but difficulty has been ex- 
perienced from losses due to various kinds of 
local action in the battery, such as the deposi- 
tion of sulphate of lead, and the injury to the 
sheets of felt, so that the electricity regained 
has not been as much as is desired. 

There are several forms of secondary bat- 
teries, all of which are similar in principle; and 
one free from the faults due to local action would

Association of Rag Buyers and Dealers. 





The Rochester papers give a report of a meet- 
which in- 
cluded representatives of nearly all the im- 
portant dealers in rags in western New York. 
The result of the meeting was the formation of 
two associations. The rag collectors elected J. 
M. Tilden president, George Donnelly secretary, 
and James Laney treasurer. The following 
resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That we agree to pay not to exceed one 
and one-half cents per pound for country-mixed 
rags that we gather from house to house or for what 
we purchase from peddlers; all rags to be free from 
rag carpet, brown paper, store paper and rubbish. 

Resolved, That the price to be paid for brown 
paper, rag carpet and store paper is not to exceed 
one-half cent per pound. 

Resolved, That we make this organization perma- 
nent, and that an executive committee of five be 
named by the chairman ; also, that no change of 
price for rags or paper stock be made without con- 
sultation of every member of the executive commit- 
tee, and that their report be binding on every man or 
company signing the agreement.

Inflammability of Greasy Rags, 





A French scientist has lately experimented 
with greasy rags to ascertain the degree of their 
inflammability under certain conditions. He took 
for this purpose a quantity of cotton rags, satur- 
ated them with linseed oil, wrung them out, and 
placed them, together with dry cotton, in a box 
18 inches long, 8 inches wide and 2 feet high, in 
which he put a thermometer in order to watch 
the increase of temperature. The room in which 
the experiment was made was kept at a tempera- 
ture of 170° Fahrenheit. The mercury began to 
rise, and showed, within an hour and a quarter, 
340°, smoke commenced to come through the fis- 
sures, and, as soon as air was let in, the flames 
burst out. In another experiment made under 
the same temperature, cotton, saturated with 
linseed oil, ignited within five or six hours. 
Rapeseed oil caused ignition after ten hours. In 
another room, where the temperature was left 
at 120° Fahr., cotton, mixed with a little olive 
oil, and put ina paper, burnt after six hours, 


castor-oil required more than twenty-four. hours, 

and fish-oil two hours. Spermaceti oil, free of 

glycerine, did not ignite at all, neither did heavy 

tar, coa] tar, or slate oils. These experiments 

show very clearly the necessity for a scrupulous
